He was spotted with at least 
five different women, in- 


cluding one Kardashian clan 
look-alike who sported denim 
cutoff shorts and a revealing 
black swimsuit.

On board the yacht, he “held 
the woman’s arm and they 
appeared to share a private 
joke,” reported a spy.

This is not the first time 
Scott has been caught cheat- 
ing: Late last month, it was 
revealed the wild man had sex 
with a woman during a ren- 
dezvous in a New York hotel.

The freaked-out 
diva has become ob- 
sessed with her late 
ex-husband, Sonny Bono, and 
believes she’ll join him soon, 
shocked pals told The Nation- 
al ENQUIRER in a bombshell 
world exclusive. 

“Cher truly believes the end 
is near for her,” said a family 
pal. “I’ve never seen anything 
like it! She’s scaring the hell 
out of everyone.” 

According to the source, the 
69-year-old showbiz legend 
spends most of her time revis- 
iting her past with Sonny, her 
longtime performing partner 
who died on Jan. 5, 1998, at 
the age of 62. 

“It’s all about Sonny nowa- 
days,” said the source. 

Most disturbing of all, “she’s 
been paying secret visits to 
Sonny’s grave and giving 
away many of her posses- 
sions,” added the source. 

Sonny and Cher were married 
from 1964 to 1975, and chart- 
ed six Top 10 hits, including 
the classics, “I Got You Babe” 
and “The Beat Goes On.” 

He was killed in a horrible 
skiing accident in Nevada and 


is buried near Palm Springs, 
Calif., where he served as 
mayor and later was elected 
to Congress. 

“Cher goes to his gravesite 
with flowers and comes back 
all weepy and looking like 
death warmed over,” said the 
source. “She’s even cried, 
‘I’m ready to be with Sonny 
again.’ ” 


AS THE ENQUIRER reported 
in April, the Oscar-winning 
“Moonstruck” star - who is 
worth a reported $320 million 
- is suffering from both physi- 
cal ailments, and the stress of 
a turbulent personal life. 

At the time, she was also 
dealing with her disastrous 
D2K concert tour, which was 
I plagued by infighting, law- 
I suits and medical woes 
I that left a “devastated” 
I Cher canceling 23 shows. 


Dealing with her children has 
also taken a debilitating toll 
on the “Mask” star, insiders 
said. 

Last year Cher forced her 
estranged son, Elijah Blue 
Allman, and his new bride to 
leave her Malibu home, which 
she believes is haunted by 
Sonny. 

She’s also deeply concerned 
that her transgendered and 
outspoken son, Chaz, could be 
a target by appearing at gay 
pride rallies. 


MEANWHILE, the “Believe” 
singer’s longtime battle with 
the Epstein-Barr virus has 
wreaked havoc on her heart 
and kidneys. 

At the time of her first bout 
with the viral infection - dur- 
ing which she vanished for

T RANSGENDERED hero 
Chaz Bono remains 
haunted by the death 
of his first lesbian love 
and is living alone with a 
broken heart, sources told 
The National ENQUIRER. 

“Chaz was still Chastity when 
he fell in love for the first time,” 
an insider revealed. “Chastity 
had a lesbian affair with some- 
one who was much older - and 
never got over it.” 

The woman in question was 
his child babysitter, Cher’s 
close friend Joan Stephens, 
who died at age 47 in 1994 of 
non-Hodgkin’s lymphoma. 

“Joan had served as a baby- 
sitter for her two children, 
Chastity and Elijah Blue,” said 
the source. 

“Years later, a lesbian love 
affair between Chastity and 
Joan bloomed. When Joan 
got sick, Chastity became her 
caregiver till the end.” 

But after Joan’s death, an an- 
guished Chastity could barely 
function. 

Confided the pal: “It was a 
horribly bleak time.” 

In 2002, Chastity - still fe- 
male at the time - confessed 
to The ENQUIRER that Joan’s 


death directly contributed to a 
temporary addiction to Vico- 
din painkillers - and revealed 
how her death inspired her to 
become a gay advocate. 

But, said an expert, that en- 
during grief may also prevent 
Chaz from forming a long- 
lasting relationship. 

“It’s an extremely under- 
standable supposition to 
make,” nationally known psy- 
chologist and relationship 
expert Dr. Judy Kuriansky told 
The ENQUIRER. 

“This woman babysat for 
Chaz - and with Cher fre- 
quently gone a lot of the time, 
this person could have be- 
come like a mother. 

“Early childhood affections 
and attachments to the most 
critical person in the child’s 
life have a definitive impact on 
the later love relationships the 
child can - or cannot - form.” 

Although the 46-year-old 
has been in three relationships 
since Joan’s death, they both 
ended short of the altar.

The pair purportedly provided 
Sweat and his accomplice, Richard 
Matt, with the tools that helped the 
convicted murderers tunnel to freedom 
in a “Shawshank Prison Break.” 

Mitchell also allegedly repeatedly sex- 
ually serviced both Sweat, 35, and Matt, 
who was shot and killed on June 26. 

Sweat has already revealed that he 
and his partner, who have received 
more than 1,000 fan letters, planned 


the spectacular bustout for six months, 
even executing a dry run the night be- 
fore their escape on June 6. 

Sweat even told cops that he dumped

his “out-of-shape” partner after Matt, 
49, stole a bottle of booze from a hunt- 
er’s cabin while they were on the run. 

This gave authorities the DNA evi- 
dence that put them back on Matt’s trail. 
It ended in a confrontation with the des- 
perate con that resulted in the top of his 
head being brutally blown off by three 


shots fired by a border patrol agent. 

Sweat’s admissions have led to the 
suspension of 12 employees, including 
Superintendent Steven Racette. 

“Sweat’s concern is he doesn’t want 
to be locked up in solitary for the rest 
of his life,” said the source. 

He is expected to be sent to New 
York’s notorious Sing Sing prison. 

“He will be a very compelling wit- 
ness, and will be bad news for Joyce’s 
case,” the source added. 

The prison seamstress has admitted 
to helping the prisoners plan their es- 
cape while they worked in her shop, 
and even agreeing to be their get- 
away driver before getting cold feet. 

She remains behind bars on $200,000 
bond, while Palmer is free on $50,000 
bail. Both have pleaded not guilty for 
their alleged roles in the escape. 

The source added: “Both must be ter- 
rified about what Sweat has to say!” ne

Those are fed into a computer 
to develop a DNA profile.

T HE autopsy of Bobbi 
Kristina Brown will hold 
the key to helping au- 
thorities build a compel- 
ling murder case against 
her brutish lover. 

That’s the view of one of 
America’s top medical exam- 
iners, who said the official 
report will likely find Whitney 
Houston’s tragic daughter 
died from a lack of oxygen 
to her brain due to swelling 
- possibly caused by a sav- 
age beating at the hands of 
Nick Gordon. 

“If she was beaten and 
there was evidence of that 
beating, the autopsy will 
show how she sustained 
a brain injury causing the 
brain to swell,” veteran foren- 
sic pathologist Dr. Cyril Wecht 
told The National ENQUIRER 
in an exclusive interview. 

In a stunning move, 26-year- 
old Gordon has preemptively 
lawyered up with the one pit 
bull that could keep him out of 
jail - the legal eagle that won 
freedom for accused baby kill- 
er Casey Anthony! 

The ENQUIRER has con- 
firmed Gordon’s lead attorney 
will be Jose Baez, whose no-

casions when [Nick] struck

According to Alex, Bobbi 
Kristina also told her how Gor- 
don had “hit her in the face 
and thrown her against a wall!” 

While troubled Gordon has 
remained silent on the alle- 
gations, the District Attorney 
overseeing the investigation 
continues to probe what hap- 
pened that night, and could 
file criminal charges.

T ELEVISION legend Dick Van Patten 
drew a crowd of showbiz greats to 
his memorial service - and The Na- 
tional ENQUIRER was there!

Mel Brooks, who marked his own 89th 
birthday while reminiscing about his old 
friend. 

“Mel showed up late because he said 
he’d been at the racetrack,” said an 
eyewitness.

Mel then entertained the crowd for al- 
most five minutes while praising Dick’s 
work in comedies, including "High Anxi- 
ety” and “Spaceballs.”

Had he been a baseball player, he would 
have been a great utility infielder,” said 
Mel. 

“He could play any position!” 

Mel also joked: “Dick gave everything - 
he never picked up a check!” 

The memorial service for Dick, who 
passed away on June 23 at the age of 86, 
was held on June 28 at the tennis court at 
his home in Sherman Oaks, Calif. 

Betty Buckley, who played his TV wife 
on “Eight Is Enough,” sang “Amazing 
Grace” for Dick’s family, her fellow “Eight 
Is Enough” cast members, celebrities like 
David Hasselhoff, Florence Henderson, 
singer Gavin Rossdale, Robert Blake, 
“Hollywood Squares” host Peter Marshall 
and many more. 
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“Bob feels like he was put 
out to pasture by Hollywood,” 
said the source. “He says peo- 
ple in Hollywood have long 
memories, and the sexual 
harassment charges unfairly 
clung to him.” 

He’s long battled back prob- 
lems, suffered two strokes 
and grappled with skin cancer 
and failing eyesight. His wife 
of 36 years, Dorothy Jo, died 
in 1981, and the couple had no 
children. 

BOB’S NOW dead-set on dy- 
ing broke, said sources, by 
giving away his vast fortune to 
animal groups. 

He’s already donated $5 
million to the Sea Shepherd 
Conservation Society, and 
$2.5 million to People for the 
Ethical Treatment of Animals. 

Last year he shelled out 
$700,000 to move three ag- 
ing elephants from a Toronto 
zoo to a wildlife preserve in 
California. 

The friend said: “Bob doesn’t 
have many joys left in life, but 
one is seeing his money used 
for good while he’s still alive.”

J ACK Carter, who starred along- 
side Elvis Presley in the iconic 
1964 musical “Viva Las Vegas,” 
died of respiratory failure on 
June 28, four days after turning 93. 

“Jack played himself in the movie,” 
a showbiz insider told The National 
ENQUIRER, “and he and Elvis hit it 
off. Jack made him laugh so much 
that at one point they held up pro- 
duction for 15 minutes because 
Elvis couldn’t keep a straight face.” 
The Brooklyn-born comic, who 


was The King’s favorite funnyman, 
practically invented the late-night mono- 
logue when he hosted a series of variety 
shows at the dawn of network television in 
the late 1940s. 

Back then Jack opened the shows with a 
stand-up routine based on the then-novel 
device of using the news to launch jokes in 
his rapid-fire style. 

“This guy was the machine gun of comedy 
- rat-a-tat-tat,” recalled his friend and fellow 
comedian, 85-year-old Pat Cooper. 

“Not just onstage. He’d go into the bank 
and say, ‘If I’m giving you $10,000, you 


should wait on line for me.’” 

Jack’s jokes earned him gigs at New York’s 
Copacabana and the Desert Inn in Las Ve- 
gas, where he encountered Elvis. 

He also appeared on the Ed Sullivan, Dean 
Martin and Jackie Gleason shows, as well as 
numerous TV series, and was a guest on five 
Bob Hope specials. 

“But he always said working with Elvis was 
one of the best things he’d done,” said the 
insider. “Now he’ll be working with The King 
again.” ne

WHY DOES MY DOG STINK? 

I adopted a 5-year-old Poodle 
Mix. He’s adorable, but stinks. 
He makes my whole house 
smell! I think it’s his teeth. Is 
there a mouthwash for dogs? 


It’s not necessary to be a doc- 
tor to diagnose the source of 
the odor you describe. About 
99 percent of foul odors will 
be from four areas: mouth, 
ears, skin and anus. Use your 
eyes and nose to pinpoint the 
source. You can confirm it’s 
his mouth by opening it, re- 
tracting the lips and observing 
tartar, receding gums and/or 
exposed tooth roots. 

If this is the case, you should 


seek immediate care. The odor 
is evidence of an ongoing in- 
fection. Cleaning the teeth 
and performing extractions, if 
needed, will eliminate the odor 
- and help to prolong his life. 

Continued home care will 
lessen the need for repeat vis- 
its to treat the same problem.
